ws story was verified as soon as the 
Council was called to order, when the Mayor 
read the following message: 

At the last meeting of this body a report was 
submitted by a special committee appoiated to 
confer with the directors of the Columpian Ex- 
position relative to the use of the Lake-Front as 
a site; the report was not sufficiently explicit as 
tothe proposed arrangements with the Illinois 
Central railtoad company and was consequently 
very propetly deferred ana published in order 
that the Council might fully consider the matter. 
Since then, us required by an act of Congress, 

the directors of the Colymbian Exposition have 

tendere d the United States Commissioners 
the Lake Front and the same has been accepted 
formally by the latter body. 

I feel that the City of Chicago should on no ac- 
count aliow its jurisdiction over, and its rights 
to, the Lake-Front to permanently pass berond 
the authority and control of the people of Chi- 
cago, to all of whom it belongs, and for wose 
benefit and behoof it should be protected and 
preserved in its entirety.

Sec. 4 The right and authority herein granted 
are upon the further express condition that the 
said grounds and area are to be used exclusively 
for the World's Columbian’ Exposition, and for 
no other purpose, and upon the expiration of the 
period of time hereinbefore specified the said 
Columbian Exposition shall vacate all grounds 
and space in their possession under and by 
authority of this ordinance, and yield up the 
same to the City of Chicago, leaving such 
grounds in as good condition as they now are, 
subject, however, to such modifications hereof as 
may be mutually satisfactory and agreed to by 
the City Council and the then Directors of the 
World's Exposition. 

Sec. 4. No portion of said Lake-Front’’ north 
of the center of Monroe street shall be used or 
occupied by virtue of the authority herein grant- 
ed, nor without express and independent per- 
mission of the City Council of the City of Chi- 
cago. 

Sec. 5. A violation of any one or more of the 
provisions of this ordinance may be declared by 
the City Council as a forfeiture of all the rights 
and privileges gtanted. In such case this ordi- 
Dance will be nuli and void. 

Sec. 6. Said directors of the Columbian Expo- 
sition shall file a bond bt $25,000, to be approved 
by the Mayor, conditioned for the faithful per- 
formance of all the conditions herein prescribed, 
and also to indemnify and save harmless the 
City of Chicago against all damages to persons 
or property of whatsoever nature or kind. But 
the liability of the World's Exposition to the 
City of' Chicago for such damages shall not be 
limited to the pen aities named in said bond. 

This ordinance shall be accepted by the said 
Columbian Exposition corporation within thirty 
days after its passage, otherwise it shall be de- 


-clared null and void. 


Sec. 7. To the end that the objects contemplat- 
ed by this ordinance may be in full accord with 
the requirements of law the Corporation Coun- 
sel is hereby directed to prepare such bills to be 
presented at the ensuing special session of the 
General Assembly as may be deemed necessary 
for iegislative action. 

Sec. 8. This ordinance shall be in full force and 
effect after its passage. 

A Motion to Defer. 

Ald. Dixon moved that the ordinance be de- 
ferred and published and made a special 
order for net Monday. He said the 
proposal was an important one and 
it would not do to act nastily on it. 
He thought it was somewhat indefinite. 
No provision bas been made as to the x- 
teat of ground tobe used, nor as to the char- 
acter of the buildings to be erected thereon, 
nor as to who should have custody of such 
buildings when the functions of the World’s 
Fair Directors should cease. If the ordinance 
were published tuere would be ampie discus- 
sion of the whole question; necessary amend- 
ments would be suggested and inserted. Ac- 
tion on the ordinance should not be delayed 
beyond a week. The work of the directors 
would not de retarded by such acuon. It 
would be facilitated. Delay would be in the 
interest of speculative syndicates like that 
which proposed to steal the whole Lake- 
Front. 

Ald. Cullerton, though he had no objecuhon 
to the motion, thought the ordinance ought 
to be discussed there and then. To his mind 
it was far from satisfactory. He, too, wanted 
to know how miuch of the Lake-Front would 
be usea for World’s Fair purposes. He 
wanted that specifically described dy 
metes and bounds. There was a feeling 
abroad that the World’s Fair directors wanted 
to use only a few acres—for one or two build 
ings—apnd that it was the intention of the 
directors to locate the main Fair at Jackson 
Park in the interest of a few speculators. 
Speaking for the West Side he was opposed 
to any such scheme. He would not vote for 
the ordinance unless it were materially 
amended, apd wanted the Worla’s Fair 
Directors to iaform the Council what it was 


Ald. Madden agreed with Ald. Cullerton. 
The World's Fair Directors ought to be more 
explicit. Before voting he would hke to have 
the Directors answer the foliowing questions: 

Who is to control and have possession of build- 
ings erected on the grounds after the term of oc- 
cupancy by the World's Fair? 

What terms and conditions are to be imposed 
for the proper protection of the people's inter- 
ests? ‘ 

What do the Directors contemplate using the 


Lake-Front for? 


Why have they not thought proper to submit 
their plans to shis Council in detail? 

How much of this territory do they expect to 
use? : 

Is it intended to fill in as originaily contem- 
plated, or do they intend only using it as a gate- 
way? 

17 they intend filling in at all, how much and 
how is such work to be paid for? 

„We aré entitled to an answer to these 
questions,” Mr. Madden said in conclusion. 

Ald. Lyke,was opposed to the ordinance be- 
cause the West Side interests were not cared 
for and there was no provision for an outer 
barbor. 

Ald. Goldsier deprecated the tactics of ob- 
struction aud procrastination that were be- 
mg resorted to. The Council ought to trust 
something to the discretion of the di- 
rectors. They could not definitely say 
now what they would do. Every 
day that action was deferred was 
a damage and threatens the whole enter- 
prise. The Council could not haggle over 
the question of how much or how little the 
Lake Front should be filled. That was not 
within tne Council’s discretion. a 

There were angry expressions of dissen 
at this, and Mr. Goldzier resumed his seat. 

Ala. Noble said if any person were respon- 
sible for delay iu this matter the World's Fair 
Directors were. They had not dealt candidly or 
fairly with the Council. They had acted as 
if they wished to conceal their real purpose 
from the duly-elected representatives of the 
people. 

Too Little Ceurtesy Shown. 

Ala. Kerr also commented on the suspi- 
cious spirit in which the Council had been 
approached on this subject by me World's 
Fair people. There ought to have been more 
confidence, more directness, and a greater 
degree of courtesy. 

Aid. Kent wanted more detailed informa- 
tion as to the purpose of the directors, and 
offered @ resolution asking that such m- 
formation be furnished io writing. This 
motion was ruled out, but Ald. Kent said he 
hoped the Worid's Fair directory would act 
in the spirit of it. 

Ald. Hepburn raised the question whether 
the erection of buildings on the Lake Front 
was not contrary to the terms of the original 
grant. There was no reply. 

Aid. ONeill gave the new ordinance a gen- 


eral support, while Aid. McKouight said it 


would need careful amendment. 
Tnereupon Ald. Burke moved that the 


ordinance be sent to the Committee on 


Wharves and Public Grounds so that it 
might be amended and that the Fair Direct- 
ors might have a chance to explain what 
they intended to do before that body. 

Aid. Dixon opposed the reference and 
moved the suspension of the rules in order 
to have it published. This failed, receiving 
only 18 votes to 50 against, those voting with 
Dixon bemg Vierling, Kent, Pond, Mills, 
Ryan, Horn, McGilien, Goldzier, Dunham, 
Brookman, Sexten, O'Neill, and Chasey.

KNIGHTS IN AN ACCIDENT. 
ONE MAN KILLED AND NINE INJURED 
ON A DERAILED TRAIN. 


A Loose Switch Ig the Cause—Theery Ad- 
vaoced That it Was Done with Mall- 
Clous Intent—List of the Injured—Sto- 
ries of fye~Witnesses—A Band of Sar- 
geons and Nurses on the Scene to Care 
for the Wounded, 

Manteno, III., July 7.—[Special.]—Seven 
special trains bearing uniformed divisions of 
the Knights ot Pythias and other members 
of the order, with their wives and families, 
bound for Milwaukee to attend the grand 
encampment and session of the Supreme 
Lodge, passed througu this village eariy this 
morning. The eighth special train, consist- 
ing of baggage car and fourteen coaches and 
sleepers, was due at 7:30 a. m. A largo 
crowd stood upon the depot platform and 
saw the great train, with its precious freight 
of balf a thousand human lives, jump a 
switch less than a hundred yards below the 
depot and in a second’s time pile up in a 
confused wreck on the bank. The killed and 
injured are as follows: 

KILLED. 

JOHN H. CROWDER, Waco, Tex., 30 years old. 
and an employé of the Walters-Pearce Oil 
company. Jumped from the platform and 
struck with his head oa te rail. 

INJURED. 

W. J. Borne, East St. Louis, III., bill clerk for 
the Ohio and Mississippi railway. Double 
fracture of the right leg. 

Miss MATTIE Door. East St. Louis, III., se- 
vere shock and bruises. 
Capt. W. H. SANDUSKY, Central City, Ky., foot 

and ankle injured: Officer of the Newport 

News and Mississippi Valley railway. 
CHARLES LAvUTZ, Shelbyville, III., 

badly sprained and side bruised. 

W. J. TEAGUE of the Ohio and Mississippi 
railway, East St. Louis, III., severe spinal in- 
juries. 

MATTHEW HAGAN, Waco, Tex., shoulder broken. 

GEORGE MONK, Waco, Tex., badly bruised, 

FRANK MARTIN, East St. Louis, leg and arm 
injured. 

Miss MATTIE TAGGART, Tuscola, III., 
a car but only slightly injured. 

The train was going at the rate of nearly 
forty miles an hour. An eye-witness says: 
Eye- Witnesses to the Accident. 

“The first three cars crossed the switch, 
the fourth caught on the side-track ana 
started off. Those behind followed. The 
main part of the train left the track and 
piowed through the earth. A great cloud of 
dust arose. We could see only the engine 
and the baggage-car when they came to a 
full stop a moment later. The wreck was 
enveloped in the great cloud of dust. It was 
all over in less time than I take to teil it. It 
looked like the tuii-end of a cyclone.” 

The shock is described as severe. The 
porter in one of the Puliman cars says he 
was on his knees shining a gentleman’s 
shoes and tne first thing he was wallowin' 
around like achicken with his heaa off.” 
Those whe were injured were standing on 
the platform at the time. 

Crowder, who was killed, stood on the 
platform of the sixth car with a friend, G. 
L. Gauer of Waco, Tex. He was frightened 
when the jolting: began and jumped, despite 
the frantic efforts of his companion to hold 
him. His head struck a rail and was 
crushed, W. H. Winfield, General Passen- 
ger Agent of the St. Louis, Arkansas and 
Texas railway, was on the same platform 
with his little son. Mr. Winfieid grasped the 
guard rail with one hand and his child with 
the other. Neither was hurt. 9

THE WRECKED ENIGHTS OF PYTHIAS TRAIN. 


Knights of Pytbias occupied General Man- 
ager Beck's private car, but all escaped unin- 
jured. 

Ran Upon the Rank. : 

Ten cars ran upon the dirt bank twenty 
feet west of the track. Had there beena 
large culvert there the loss of life would 
have been frightful. There was a culvert 
ten feet wide, but the fourth car jumped it 
and the coupling then broke and the others 
passed around it. 

The day coavhes contained delegations from 
Cairo, Charleston, Effingham, Mattoon, Tus- 
cola, Arcola, Murphysborough, East St. Louis, 
and Gibson City, LL The East St. Louis 
coach suffered heavily. There was a brass 
band on board from Mattoon, III., and many 
of the instruments were broken. 

The train had been made up at Cairo, II., 
and other cars picked up enroute. There 
were three Pullmans on the rear, the Es- 
sex and the Pi mlico,“ containing the 
Grace Eisler division of Waco, Tex., and a 
delegation from Hillsboro, Tex., and the 
“Twilight” with the Cairo division. The 
Pulimans kept the track and their occupants 
escaped injury. Col. Mills, Commander of 
the Sixth Regiment of the Uniformed Rank, 
ana Col. Frank S. Bishop, traveling passen- 
ger agent of the lllinois Central raiiroad, 
were badly shaken up but not seriously hurt. 

The passengers manifested great cooiness, 
and while a few women fainted there was no 
great exitement. The local surgeon dressed 
most of the wounds, and half an hour later a 
relief train from Kankakee, with three sur- 
geons, arrived. Exaggerated bulletins of the 
accident were sent to Chicago. 

Caring for the injared. 

At 9:35 o’clock a special train from Chicago 
arrived with Dr. Owen, the general surgeon 
of the road, three assistants ana nurses from 
St. Luke’s Hospital. The injured were 
placed in General Manager Becx's car, the 
Grand Lodge officers giadiy surrendering it, 
and taken to St. Luke’s Hospital at Chicago, 
arriving there about 2:15 p. m. The 500 un- 
injured passengers were transferred to a 
special train suortiy before noon and also 
taken to Chicago. 

The dead passenger, Crowder, was carried 
to Z. E. Marceau’s, undertaking establish- 
ment here and the body placed in 5 metailic 
coffin. It was shipped home at 10 o’clock to- 
night. Crowder was not a member of the 
Knights of Pythias, butcame with the ex- 
cursion party for the pleasure of the trip. In 
the baggage-car was his bicycle, and he 
doubtiess intended taking @ cycling trip from 
Milwaukee. About 240 in money was found 
on his person. He was unmarried. 

Inquest on Crowder. 

Tne inquest upon Crowder’s remains was 
held thisafternoon dy V. O. Lee, Justice of 
the Peace.

MINISTER TSUL IN WASHINGTON AGAIN. 


In Consequence There Is a Change Around 
the Chinese Legatidn. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 7.— [Special.] — 
Minister Tsui is in the bosom of his family 
and the Chinese Legation has again taken on 
its forbidding air. The Minister’s wife and 
the other ladjgs of the legation no longer ex- 
hibit themselves to the curious. The Min- 
ister came back from Spain last night and 
the loungers around Dupont cirvie noticed to- 
day that a change had come over the spirit of 
the whole legation. The queer-looking little 
Chinese women could not even be seen -peer- 
ing out of the windows, while the attachés 
were not strutting around in their loose, flow- 
ing, silken garments, which made their neigh- 
bors envious this hot weatner. Minister Tsui 
rules his little colony witb an iron hand. His 
predecessor, Chong Yen Hoon, allowed the 
attachés who liked European dress to follow 
their inclinations, but Mr. Tsui would have 
none of such notions. 

The ihterview credited to the Minister in 
regard to China retaliating for the exclusion 
of Chinese from the United States is con- 
trary to ali diplomatic etiquette, and will 
probably be disavowed or explained away as 
tne talk of unofficial persons. Nevertheless, 
littie reason exists to doubt that the reac- 
tionary forces in the Chinese Empire are at 
work and the exclusion of Americans is not 
beyond the range oi possibility. The British 
interests in the Empire have become alarmed 
at the boldness with which enterprising 
Americans. were invading their field, and 
they may be replied upon to encourage a pol- 
icy of exclusion. 

Minister I'sui was exchanging diplomatic 
notes on the situation months ago, but when 
he went to Spain it was supposed au under- 
standing had been reached. The repeal ot 
the exclusion law by Congress is not likely. 


LEGAL VICTORY FOR IDA WELCH. 


Judge Stover of Kansas City Decides in 
Her Favor. 

Kansas City, Mo., July 7.—[Special. |— 
Judge Stover today rendered a decision in 
the notorious Welch divorce case, the find 
ing being a victory for the woman. Ira 
Welch asked for a divorce from Ida Welch. 
The case was one of the most sensational 
ever tried in the courte here.

LAID WASTE BY THE WIND | 


| NORTH DAKOTA AND MINNESOTA VIS- 


ITED BY A TORNADO, 


Buildings Wrecked and Railway Trains 
Blown from the Track—The Heaviest 
Damage Reported from Fargo, Where 
Costly Structures Were Wholly or Par- 
tially Destroyed—Tourists from Chicago 
Among the Injured—The Towns in the 
Hurricane’s Path. 

Sr. Pax, Minn., July 7.—[Special.|—A few 
minutes after 2 Oclock this morning a tor- 
nado swept over a section of North Dakota 


and Western Minnesota fifty miles wide. 


The terrific force of the ceuter of the storm 
was first felt at Dalrymple, Casselton, and 
Wheatland, small stations on the Northern 
Pacific line, twenty to thirty miles west of 
Fargo. The wind swept along, doing con- 
siderable damage at Mapleton, Fargo, and 
Moorhead, and spent itself on the prairies of 
Minnesota, near Glyndon and Muskoda. 

The track of the storm is marked by the 
unroofing of depots and elevators, tne de- 
struction of small wooden buildings, and the 
complete paraiysis of we telegraph service 
for fifty miles east and west and twenty 
miles north and south. 

Early dispatches from Jamestown and 
other points that could be reached reported 
that Fargo, Moorhead, and several smaller 
towns had been blown down. It is learned 
this evening that the damage to property was 
heavy and that several people were injured, 
scme of them fatally. 

In Fargo the storm leveled the electric- 
light towers, demolished the Manitoba 
freight depot, and unroofed a number of busi- 
ness houses. The Davies Block on Broadway 
was damaged by the windows being blown 
in. The tower of the Northern Pacitic cross- 
ing is wrecked, 

The front of the opera-house now presents 
a dilapidated appearance. The roof of the 
Stepublican office lies in a vacant lot adjacent 
to that building. 

The Keeny Block suffered badly, the roof 
being carried away, as were also those of the 
Continental and Garfield Blocks, and the 
Milwaukee treight depot. 

The Congregational Churchis completely 
destroyed. Dozens of smaller buildings are 
destroyed. 

Biown from the Track. 

The tornado struck Fargo five minutes 
after the arrival of train No.1, the Pacific 
mail on the Northern Pacific, and the full 
force of the blast struck the cars, 
derailing and ditching several of them. 
Three or four peoplein one of the sleepers 
were cut and burned to some extent and sev- 
eralon the tourists’ car of Vice-President 
Purdy of the Rock Island road quite badly 
hurt. Three of these were injured so serious- 
ly that they were removed from the car, 
taken to the headquarters hotel, and placed 
in the care of physicians. 

Col. Thompson received a wrench of the 
spine and internal injuries wich may prove 
serious. : 

Mrs. Alice Norton of Davenport, Ia., was 
thrown against a seat and her ‘head cut open, 
and John Vance of St. Paul, a porter, was 
picked up senseless, having been thrown 
headiong against a door. 0 

Passenger-trains Nos. 2 and 4 are also in 
the cyclone belt, but it has not been learned 
whether or not they were struck. The re- 
port that several children were killed at 
Fargo is erroneous. The cars ot a train on 
the. Fargo and Southwestern were blown 
from the track at Buttsville, but the passen- 
gers suffered only a few scrawhes. The ele- 
vator at Edmunis. was struck by lhghtning 
and burned. 

An elevator at Dairymple was demolished, 
and the roof was blown off the depot at 
Mapleton. 4 

During the storm, though it was after 2 
o' clock in the morning, the temperature 
was 92°. 

As soon as it became light enough at Fargo 
people started in all directions to ascertain 
the amount of damage. The saddest and one 
of the first discoveries made was the killing 
of seven children of the late Capt. James 
McCa*thy, whd were living with their motb- 
er. They had sought refuge in a small coal- 
bin, where all were killed together. The 
mother was also seriously injured. The 
amount of damage is estimated at about 
875.000. 

A later dispatch from Fargo says that Capt. 
McUarthy’s children were not killed, but 
that three of them were only slightly in- 
jured. 

The Passengers Who Were I{njured. 

The passenger,train on the Northern Pa- 
cific was made up of three baggage, nine 
coaches and sleepers. All of the coaches and 
the tender were biown from the track. The 
lights had been put out, so that there was 
no fire nor steam. Supt. McCabe and the 
conductor, brakemen, and porters acted 
coolly and calmed the frightened passengers, 
who were sent back to the city in special 
coaches, The injured passengers and train- 
men so far as learned are:

Many 
places where wheat was standing two or 
three feet high, and heading out, it ys bad- 
ly lodged, and in some instances 
whipped aud torn to pieces or broken 
off, but in the majority of cases it will not 
suffer material injury. Farm houses, barns, 
and out-buildings in all directions are reported 
leveled to the ground and trees along the 
river bank for miles in both directions from 
Fargo are broken off entire or shorn of 
foliage. Casseliton reports bridges in all di- 
rections washed out or blown away.

EX-TREASURER ARCHER IN PRISON GARB. 


He Pieads Guilty and Is Sentenced to Five 
Years in the Penitentiary. 

BALTINORR, Md., July 7.—[Special. |—Ex- 
State Treasurer Stevenson Archer, recently 
a leading Democratic politician and Senator 
Gorman’s adviser in political campaigns, this 
afternoon began a five-years’ term in State’s 
prison. Heissuch a pbysical and mental 
wreck that he will not likely live out his 
sentence. His political associates and his 
friende and family were astounded at his 
pleading guilty. The politicians had hoped 
that he would stand trial and run the chance 
of the jury disagreeing. The old man left his 
wife in aa almost critical condition at their 
country home this morning. As he passed 
through the gateway he looked back sadly at 
the beautiful grounds and cottage as though 
never expecting to see them again. 

As his case was called in court his counsel 
read a statement in which Archer confessed 
his guilt and pleaded for mercy. He said: 

“Tam guilty of the offenses charged against 
me, ana I confess that I have been guilty of a 
great sin against Almighty God; that I have 
proved faise to the great trust committed to 
me by my native State; that 1 have deeply 
and cruelly wronged not only those friends 
who, because of their great and undoubted 
confidence in my integrity, became tne 
sureties on my official bonds, but others also 
who have suffered pecuniarily because of that 
same confidence. For this my conduct I can 
ofier no excuse or palijation. The sorrow 
and misery which have been caused by my 
conduct are shared by many, but no Diame for 
any part of it attaches to any one but myself; 
it is all mine, and mine alone. No part of the 
State’s money or securities was ever used by 
me in gambling, stock speculation, or for 
political purposes; nor have I at this time 
one dollar of it left.“ 

As the lawyer finished reading Archer 
bowed his head in his hands and his frame 
trembled. fhe Judge then sentenced. him to 
five years in the penitentiary and he was as- 
sisted from the court-room. Arriving at the 
prison his clothing was removed and he was 
uttired in a convict’s stripes. He clung to 
some little trinkets that were in his clothes. 
The Warden placed him in the hospial, re- 
marking that he was a very sick man. On 
the cars coming to the city this morning a 
triend asked Archer where he was going. 

To the penitentiary, where I belong, was 
his reply. His disgrace is a terrible blow to 
one of the oldest and most prominent fami- 
lies in Maryland. 


SENATOR PELLETIER WAS KIDNAPED, 


A Canadian Political Sensation—Arrest of 
* the Culprits. 

MonTREAL, Que., July 7.—[Special.|—At 
the time of the election recently heid in the 
Province of Quebec political feeling ran 
high, ana the hitherto unheard of act of 


kidnaping a Senator to prevent him from 


taking part in the elections was committed. 
Senator Pelletier arrived in the County of 
Komsuraska in the interest of the Govern- 
ment candidate.

DENIES ALL THE WAR RUMORS, 


Sir Julian Pauncefote Says There Is No 
Danger of Trouble. 

. Wasurneoron, D. C., July 7.—For some time 
past there have been publications intimaiing 
more or less directly that there is a strong 
probability of serious trouble between the 
United States and Great Britain over the 
Behring Sea sealeries question. No alarm 
is felt here over these reports, and the latest, 
which was published in an afternoon paper 
in this city today, was this evening officially 
den ed by Sir Juan Pauncefote, the British 
Minister... This publication said: 

The negotiations between the State ai gy 
mentand the British Minister concerning the 
Behring Sea trouble are off for the present. The 
negotiations were progressing favorably upon a 
proposition by Sir Julian for a temporary agree 
ment for the protection of the seal 
during the breeding season, but the 
tion of instructions of the reasury 
Department to the revenue cutters to capture 
poaching Canadian sealers caused Sir Juiian 
under instruction from the Foreign Office to break 
off negotiations. It is understood that he in- 
formed the Secretary of State that he was in- 
structed to say that if any Canadian sealers 
were captured ey wees be released by force if 
— In situation the matter now 
rests. 

It was also stated that before Mr. Blaine 
left the city Sir Julian Pauncetote officially 
notified him that if any vessels sailing under 
the flag of Great Britain shouid be seized in 
Alaskan waters by the United States rev- 
enue cutters the entire British squadron 
would be instructed to retake the prize at 
any cost, 

When a reporter this evening called the 
attention of Sir Julian Pauncefote to these 
alarming reports he said: 

“Lhave made no communication of tne 
kind to Mr. Blaine. Thereis no doubt that 
our vessels in the Northern Pacific are there 
to pretect the British flag and our seal- 
ers, but I have not broken off negotia- 
tions, and there is no reason to expect a dis- 
turbance of .the friendiy relations existing 
between the two countries. On the con- 
trary, Mr. Blaine has been obliged to leave 
for Bar Harbor, as I understand, for the ben- 
et of his health, and has expressed himseif 
as willing to continue the negotiations, and 
Iam about t6 go to the neighborhood of Mau- 
chester-by-Yhe-Sea, which is within easy 
access of Bar Harbor, and, as at present ar- 
ranged, I shal! continue from there the nego- 
tiauions with Mr. Blame.“

shall be ded‘cated to the South Park Commis- 
sioners in the same manner as the remainder of 
said Lake-Front. 

2 That as a part of the settlement with 
said company said road de required 
when iocating its new right of war 
to depress the same and all its tracks on said 
right of way to a deptb of at least five feet be- 
low the grade of the Lake-Front site throughout 
the distance from the south line of Park Row to

Michigan. 

That saia tunnel shall be used exclusively for 
the purpose of supplying water to said Union 
Stock-Vards and ‘Transit company and the per- 
sons and corporations do} business in Secs. 5, 
88, 14, Township 38, North ge M, erst, of the 
third principal meridian. 

Another section provides that the company 
shall give a bond in the sum of $100,000.

The experiment of the County Board of 
holding a meeting in the morning was not 
such a success as to cause a continuance of 
the practice. Only ten Commissioners put 
in an appearance, and it was a long time aft- 
er the hour set for the meeting before a 
quorum was secured. The nert meeting 
Will be heid at 2 o’clock next Monday. 

Commissioner Senne’s resolutions provid- 
ing for various reforms were considered and 
unully referred back tothe Public Service 
Committee, which had reported favorabiy 
upon them, and recommended them to the 
board for passage. Ine resolutions refer to 
the report of the State’s Attorney on the 
tinancial affairs of his office; the refusal to 
give public aecess to the records of the Re- 
corder’s office in the interest of the 
county abstract business; the request that 
the State look after the insane; that the In- 
dustrial School for Girls be put by legislative 
action on the same footing as the school for 
boys; that tbe County Treasurer account for 
all the receipts of nis office from whatever 
source. The final paragraph directs the 
County Judges to take cognizance of the 
eviis and present suggestions for reforms to 
the Legisiature. When the report of the 
committee was read Commissioner Schubert 
moved that it be adopted with the exception 
of the clause referring to the care of the in- 
sane by the State. Commussioner Cool fol- 
lowed with a motion that the sections re- 
ferring to the Recorder’s office and the 
County Treasurer be eliminated and the re- 
mainder adopted. A vote was taken on the 
motion of Commissioner Cool, which result- 
ed: Yeas, Allen, Cool, Greene, Monheimer, 
Reilly, Schubert, Senne, Struckman, Ed- 
manson, 9; nays, Bonner, 1.

Mr. Shaeffer beggared himself in his ef- 
forts to find his Lillie, and he and his wite 
have not yet given up all hopes and yeurn- 
ingly follow the slightest clew that any one 
suggests. 

t Sunday they inserted an advertise- 
ment in acity paper offerme a reward for 
information that would lead to her recovery, 
and it was supposed that they had some new 


reason that gave them hope she could 
be found. But no. “Ever since 
she was taken from us, said 
Mrs. Shaeffer plaintvely last night, 


we have advertised for her once a year at 
the anniversary of her disappearance, hop- 
ing that it might bring her back to usor 
might soften the heart of the woman who 
stole her. People teil us the hope is vain, 
and we almost believe it ourselves; but still 
when the day comes round the impulse to 
make new efforts do find her comes so strong 
upon us that we begin anew to look for her 
aud advertise.“ : 
There was one year, wife, that we didn’t 
advertise, said Mr. Shaeffer, and then he 
explained why. He said that each ad- 
vervisement rought such a crowd of 
crank sympathizers ana would-be de 
tectives to their house that they were 
aimost bothered to death with them 
and their feelings and efforts exhausted in 
pursuing their clews. Often they were 
awakened late at night by some one who was 
sure he knew where Lillie was, ana scores of 
times and at all hours Mr. Shaeffer ac- 
companied the cranks to where they had 
located.the child. For that reason tney 
omitted one year to advertise. Mrs. Shaeffer 
thinks if the person who has Lillie is poor 
and should read the advertisement that she 
might be induced to give her up for the re- 
ward. As she bas little hopes that she will 
ever again see her child her fondest hope now 
is that the lost Lillie is in the hands of some 
one able and disposed to kindly care for her. 


CINCINNATI FREIGHT-HANDLERS STRIKE.

sheep for wooi on high-priced lands. 


The New-Zealander understands it. The 
possibile increase in the selling value of the 
fleeces of small sheep-raisers would not 
make good one-tenth to them of their outlay 
for higli-pricea woolen goods for themselves 
and theic families. It is true also that men 
Who are growing wool on high-priced lands 
in Ohio and other States east of the Missis- 

‘ sippi cannot compete with men who are rais- 
ing equally good wool and just about as 
heavy fleeces on lands which cost them next 
to nothing. That is, the cost of production 
of a pound of wool raised on the arid, warm 
lands of New Mexico and Texas, with low 
rent and cheap labor, must be less than that 
ot a pound raised in the less favorable cli- 
mate of Ohio, where labor and rent are high- 
er. Whenaforeigner can see these things 
so Diainly it is amazing that American farm- 
ers cannot.

THE CHINESE NOT WANTED HERE, 
The Chinese Minister to this country and 
his Secretary are either ignorant or unmind- 
ful of the rules laid down for the guidance of 
diplomats. If the latter have any complaints 


to make of the course of the nation to 


which they are accredited it is their duty to 
make them to its government and not to re- 
porters or other private citizens. It is a vio- 
lation of the proprieties for them to do oth- 
erwisé and exposes them to the risk of re- 
ceiving a notification that the Government 
wili do no business with them and pre- 
fers that others be sent who have more dis- 
cretion. 

The Chinese Minister may say what he 
pleases to the American Secretary of State, 
but he should not take reporters into his con- 
fidence and tell them that he thinks cértain 


‘laws which have been passed are in viold- 


tion of the spiritof the Constitution,” nor 
should his Secretary talk about Chinese re- 
talla uon and the severing of all commercial 
relations between the two countries. It is 


exceedingly impudent on the part of both of 


them and shouid not be repeated. 

As for me loss of the Chinese trade it is a 
threat which has nothing alarming in it. 
The commerce between the two countries is 
not extensive, and if it were ended China 
would be the loser, not this country. During 
the last fiscai year the im ports to this coun- 
try from China were valued at $17,000,000, of 
which $7,100,000 was tea and $3,600,000 raw 
silk, both duty free. The exports from this 
country to China were valued at $2,790,000, 
of which $1.500,000 was for cheap cotton 
cloths. The exchange of commodities be- 
tween the two countries stands, therefore, 
in tne ratio of six to one against this coun- 
try, If the Chinese do not want their seven 
million dollars’ worth of tea to be shipped to 
this country, so be it. The United States can 
stand it. It can get elsewhere what tea it 
needs. But as the existing trade is a fa- 
vorable one for the Celestials they will not 
sacritice it because this country refuses to 
open its doors to the immigrawon of coolies. 

The threat is also made that Americans 

will not be admitted to China and that those 
there now will have to leave. If so, it would 
not take many ships to carry them. There 
are but afew merchants and a few mission- 
aries. The former can go into trade else- 
where, and the iatter can find plenty of 
heathen elsewhere to convert. While the 
Burlingame Treaty, which sbould never 
have been made, threw open the United 
States to Chinamen, only a few treaty ports 
were opened to the Americans, and they not 
laborers. Outside those bounds they coulda 
not go without a special permit. They were 
not allowed to enter into competition with the 
Chinese in any industrial employment. The 
missionaries were allowed to make converts, 
but after they bad anumber on hand there 
usually came 4 riot in which the disciples 
were generally killed or scared off, and the 
advisability of sticking to the doctrines of 
Confucius impressed on the survivors. 

But these Chinese rats swarmed all over 
this country, and, having no families and be- 
ing able to live on next to nothing, underbid 
white labor and interfered with it seriously. 
They came not to become citizens, not to blend 
with the mass of the peopie, but to make 
their pile and go back home to the Flowery 
Kingdom. Finally the people of the United 
States woke up to the blunder they had made 
in that one-sided treaty and forbade further 
immigration of the Celestial rats. With the 
experience of the past in signt it would be 
criminal for the present generation to plant 
a Mongolian race in this country. If at any 
future time the Chinese are wanted they can 
be sent for. They certainly are not wanted 
now. Ik there are any sentimentalists who 
grieve at the exclusion of the Chinese let them 
pack up and go to the Flowery Land and spend 
thejr lives there among the Celestials if they 
prefer that fossilized form of civilization. 
They cannot expect to thrust their whimsical 
notions down the throats of the overwhelm- 
ing majority of Americans. 


It has been found possible to Americanize 


the races of Northern, Southern, Eastern, 
and Western Europe, aithough it has been a 
pretty hard job in some cases. But there is 
no hope of doing it with the Chinaman. He 
does uot seem to know what progress or lib- 
erty is. He is unchangeable, au element 
which can nevtr be absorbed into American 
life. Therefore let him stay at home. 


ANNEXING THE DOMINION. 

There is an article in the July Forum on the 
subject of the annexation of the Dominion. 
The author, himself a Canadian, is opposed 
to it, on the ground that it would im his opin. 
ion be a bad thing for the United States. He 
professes to believe that the union of the 
two countries would be followed by the en- 
trance of a third great political organization 
inte American politics—that there would bea 
Canadian as well as a Republican and a Demo- 
cratic pariy. It is trve that there is an Irish 
Home Rule party in the House of Commons 
and that the Aisace-Lorraine and Polish aele- 
gates form separate groups in the German 
Reichstag, because they were conquered and 
forced under German rule, but the causes of 
these effects would not exist in Canada after 
a peaceful union of homogeneous peoples. 

Tne differences between the people north 
and south of the intergational boundary line 
are so slight, their interests would be so ab- 
solutely alike, that while at the outset there 
might be a Canadian party, its members 
could not resist the attractive power of the 
twe great political organizations, the largest 
number tor which room ever has been found 
in any English-speaking country. The resi- 
dents of Canada would see also that there 
was nothing to be gained by forming a seo- 
tional party, and that the way for them to se- 


cure what they wanted would be to ally them- 


selves with that existing party which seemed 
to represent their ideas most fuliy, just as 
the Scotch have done since their annexation 
to England. 

There is little doubt that if the Canadian 
Province of Quebec were to become an Amer- 
ican State the mass of the French-Canadians 
who control its destinies would become Demo- 
crats. They wouid see that the bulk of those 
professing the same religion us themselves 
were acting with that party, and haa always 


done so, and were satisiied with the protec- 


tion it gave toem. The French-Canadians 
would be more likely to follow their example 
than that set before them by tne more intelli- 
gent but small minority of Catholics which 
has sided with the Repubiican party. That 
wouia give the Democrats two additional Sen- 
ators and a dozen Representatives. 

It is reasonably certain that the bulk of 
the people of the maritime provinces, mostly 
of English or Scotch descent, and Protest- 
ants, would turn instinctively to the Repub- 
lican party and would be but an Eastern con- 
tinun tion of New England. Tne people of Win- 
nipeg would act politicaliy much like those 


| of Dakota, and those of British Columbia like 


those of Washington, and those of -Prov- 
ince of Ontario like the people of J 


and Ohio. Asa large majority of those Ca- 


As American political life would not be in- 
terfered with, neither would any of the prov- 
inces lose anything if it became a State. The 
only one about which there can be any ques- 
tion is Quebec, which has special privileges 
under the old treaty between France and 
Great Britain. But it would forfeit none of 
them if it acknowledged the supremacy of 
tne American Constitution. It would retain 
its civil laws and its language. Itg religion 
would not be interfered with. It could teach 
Catholicism in its schools. It could send 
Roman Catholic representatives to Washing- 
ton as it now sends them to Ottawa. What- 
ever power the priests have before annexa- 
tion they would have after it. In many re- 
spects the State of Quebec would have more 
freedom than the province has, for the Do- 
minion form of government is more central- 
ized than the American one. The dignity of 
a State, its power to regulate matters within 
its own limits, is far greater than that of a 
province.

THE BLEAT OF THE RAM-RAISERS. 
Messrs. Delano, Harpster, and Lawrence 
of the Wool-Growers’ National Associa- 
tion,” better known as the “ Blooded Ram- 
Raisers’ Syndicate,“ give forth the following 
bleat: 


Senator Hale’s amendment to the McKinley 
bill, if adopted, will admit wool free of duty 
from ali the nations of this hemisphere. Mr. 
Cleveland’s free-wool recommendation was no 
worse. South American woois would supplant 
domestic wools, and your — 28 — perish. 
The ublican platform would violated. the 
principles of protection surrendered, and the pro- 
duction of the woo! necessary for ciothing in the 
United States would be transferred to foreign 


nations. 

“he Hale amendment says nothing about 
admitting wool free, but relates only to 
sugar. But if wool were admitted free the 
principle of the Biaine reciprocity scheme 
would give our farmers far more than 
they would lose. But Delano wants to 
pull wool over the farmers’ eyes. He utters 
the same familiar ola falsehood. Duty- 
free South American wools would suppie- 
ment not suppiant American wools. Accord- 
ing to the latest estimates it takes 600,000,000 
pounds of wool yearly to make all the wool- 
en goods consumed in this country. The 
total wool crop of the United States does not 
exceed 300,000,000 pounds. Therefore, either 
peopie must go unciothed, or wool in its raw 
or manufactured shape must be imported. It 
is better it should be brought in raw, for 
the reason, if for no other, that it would en 
courage American manufactures and furnish 
home employment. 

When a man talks of the United States 
raising the entire 600,000,000 pounds oI wool 
it needs, he talks nonsense. Different kinds 
of wool are needed for different kinds of 
goods. Carpet wools are not raised in this 
country, and it is not profitable to raise them. 
They have to be imported, or if they are not 
tne goods made out of them willbe. Free 
raw wool would increase the imports of that 
article, but it woula check the importation 
of woolens, which means that there would 
be more work for the American working- 
man and a better demand for the wool of 
the American farmer to mix with the import- 
ed article. 

Nor would the admission free of duty of 
South American wools result in the entire 
product of t countries, or anything uke 
it, coming here, The greater poruon of the 
wool of the Argentine Republic would go to 
England then as it does now. But if the 
duty were taken off, the American manu- 
facturer could compete on equal terms with 
his European rival for what portion of the 
Argentine wool he needed. He would ‘want 
it for the coarser goods only. That such 
would be the case is shown by the present 
imports. During the fiscal year 1888-9 there 
was brought in from the Argentine Republic 
$360,000 worth of carpet wools and $48,000 
of clothing wools. For every pound of the 
cuarser wools a certain quantity of American 
wool was used. Had the imports been much 
larger the price of American wool would 
have kept up better. 

It must be rememberea also that if the 
United States takes the duty off tne wool of 
the Argentine Republic that State, pleased 
that it does not have to depend on European 
purchasers alone to dispose of its products, 
will throw open ite markets to American 
surpluses, the butter amd cheese of the 
farmer and the machinery of the manufact- 
urer, so that there will be many classes 
which will share directly in the benefiis of 
free wool. All will share in them indirectly, 
because all will be able to get more and bet- 
ter woolen clothing for less money. 
EXCESSIVE RAILROAD RATES ON GRAIN. 

Refusing to act on the suggestion of the 


Inter-State Commission that grain rates from. 


the West should be lowered the principal 
railroads west from Chicago through the 
corn belt have sent their lawyers and offi- 
cials to Washington to fight the proposed de- 
crease of charges to the last. Not until they 
have fought the matter into the “ last ditch,” 
it is said, will they lower their rates, but the 
probability is that owing to their unreason- 
able resistance and obstinacy the Inter-State 
Commission will be compelled to reduce 
their rates for them and Congress will sub- 
ject them to certain requirements which they 
might have escaped if they had shown a dis- 
position to adjust their tariffs in a fair way 
instead of perverting the law and trying to 
make it pinch the Western farmers. 

In response to the angry complaints of 
Kansas and Nebraska farmers as to ex- 
orbitant railroad charges the United States 
Senate last February adopted a resolution 
directing the Inter-State Commission to make 
inquiry and report whether the rates charged 
by the carriers on food products from the 
West were reasonable or not. The commuis- 
sion was instructed also to inquire into the 
claim made by some railroad managers that 
a reduction of rates for the benetit of West- 
orn farmers was prevented by the short-haul 
rule of the Inter-State act. The commission 
made an elaborate investigation, taking testi- 
mony at various points in Illinois, Iowa, Ne- 
braska, and Kansas, and in its report de- 
clared that the rates in question were exces- 
sive ana ought to be reduced. So far from 
finding anything harsh or arbitrary in 
the law the commission found that, 
if anything, it was too lenient with the 
railroads and gave them too much freedom 
in the way of charging excessive rates, and 
might in justice and with great advantage to 
the public be made much stricter on the car- 
riers. The commission suggested certain re- 
ductions which the Western roads shoulda 
make. These reduced charges were still 
from 50 to 75 per cent higher than the rates 
Eastern roads voluntarily make for like 
nauls, but instead of accepting them the car- 
riers are determined to resist any and every 
reduction. This being the case it is the auty 
of Congress, as well as of the commission, to 
act, and not to stop with making slight re- 
ductions of rates, but to put new restricuons 
on the roads and make it known dennitely 
that cheerful obedience to the law is a better 


policy for railroad companies than attempts | 


to pervert it and make it odious. 


Provision shouid not only be made for the 


punishment of any road which charges more 
than the rates the Inter-State Commission 
has found reasonable, but through rates over 
connecting lines should be compulsory and 


not optional as at present. The Chicago- 
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representations, as the members of the 
Inter-State Commission well know and as 
Congressmen shouid fully understand. 


PROTEST AGAINST SECTARIAN APPROPRI- 
8 ATIONS. 

The National League for the Protection of 
American Instituuons has formulated its op- 
position to three items in the bill of appro- 
priations for the expenses of the Indian 
Department which recently parsed the 
House and is now before the Senate. in 
that body an amendment has been proposed, 
making still another item, all of them in the 
interest of sectarian appropriations by the 
Government. Against these items the 
league makes its protest for most excellent 
reasons. 

The items to which it objects are specific 
appropriations for the education of Indians 
at St. Joseph’s Normal School, Rensselaer, 
Ind., St. Boniface’s Industrial School, Ban- 
ning, Cal, the Holy Family School, Black- 
foot Agency, Mont., and the Industrial 
Boarding School, Devil’s Lake Agency, N. 
D. These four schools are sectarian institu- 
tions, the latter erected and furnished by the 
National Government, and the league properly 
contends that an appropriation for them is 
in violation of the Constitution, which ex- 
plicitly declares that Congress shall make 
“no law respecting an estabiishment of re- 
“ligion or prohibiting the free exercise 
“thereof.” It asks that these items shall 
be stricken out of tne bill and that a pro- 
vision shall be added to it that ali the 
schools receiving support from the National 
Government shall be subject to the same 
supervision and control as the Goveromental 
schools, with a view to the entire work of 
the Indian education being systematized and 
„ made to conform, as far as practicable, to 
„the common school system as adopted in 
“the Governmental schools, so as to form a 
“connected and complete whole with a uni- 
„form course of study, similar methods of 
“instruction, the same text books, and a 
“carefully organized course of industrial 
“training.” In making this request the 
league is not uoreasonabie; on the other 
hand, it is in touch with the sentiments of 
the great majority of the American people 
and with the policy of the Indian Depart- 
ment. 

The Senate itself, in the confirmation of 
Gen. Morgan and Superintendent Dorchester, 
recognized this policy, since appropria- 
tion of money for sectarian purposes was the 
only issue madein that notable contest by 
those who now are seeking to extend their 
peculiar religious views at the expense of the 
Government.. The policy of the Indian Office 
is well known, It recogtizes that the Na- 
tionai Goverament is responsibie for the edu- 
cation of the Indian; that the various schools 
should be systematized and harmonized and 
made to conform to the common school sys- 
tem; that only English should be spoken and 
English-speaking teachers employed; and 
that instruction should be limited to we fun- 
damental branches of English education, 
combined with manual training. This policy 
has been indorsed by all the friends of the In- 
dian, by the various Indian associations, by 
the influential press of the country, by the 
Indian Department and tne Interior Depart- 
ment, and, as we Dave said, by che Senate it- 
self when it confirmed Gen. Morgan on this 


very issue and stamped its disapprobation on 


the parties Who now are seeking these sec- 
tarian appropriations. The following 
statistics contamed in the report are in 
themselves a fitting comment upon the mis- 
chief which has been done to the Govern- 
ment schools by these sectarian appropria- 
tions: 


The attention of your honorable body is re- 
spectfully called tothe statistics of the Indian 
Department as showing that the increased 
grants from the Treasury for denominawonal 
schools have arrested the progress of the public 
schools under Governmental direction for the 
training of Indian children as American citi- 
zens, and that the Government disbursements 
for contract schools bad risen from 174,819 io 
1886, to $505,904 forthe year ending June, 1890. 
Of the whole amount the Roman Catnolic schools 
bad received: In 1886. 52 per cent; in 1887, 62 per 
cent; in 1888, 68 per cent; in 1589, per 
cent; and in 1890, 70 per cent, leaving at the pres- 
ent time only three-tenths to be divided amon 
all other denominawonal bodies. The number o 
pupils enrolled in Governmental schools was: in 
1887, 9,957; in 1888, 10,178; in 1889, 9,550, showing a 
decrease in the number enrolled in 1889 as com- 
pared with the number enrolled in 1887, while 
the number of pupils enrolled in contract schools 
for the same years was 4,371, 5,089, and 5,124. 
The disastrous influence of these denominational 
schools upon the completeness and success of 
the Governmental schools appears not only 
from statistics, but from a statement by the 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs when be says: 

“There are many Governmental schools that 
need support, but I have not the mouey. We 
have impoverished Government schools in our 
effort to help sectarian contract schools.“ 


Ali the points contained in the, protest of 
the league are well taken. It contains not a 
word against the distinctively mission work 
of the Roman Catholics among the Indians. 
It simply demands that this work shal! not be 
carried on and paid for out of the people's 
taxes. It is right. The Government has 
nothing to do with turning young ladians or 
old Indians into Romaa Catholics, Episco- 
palians, Baptists, Presbyterians, Quakers, 
Hebrews, or Mormons. It has no right to 
aid any religious denomination or to go any 
farther than to give the Indians that kind of 
common school education which will tend to 
make them good American citizens. To the 
extent that Congress appropriates money for 
sectarian purposes among the Indians it is 
violating the Constitution and defying the 
sentiment of the American people.

namely: in the cotton States. Southern 
chambers ot commerce are joining witb 
Southern newspapers in demanding that 
there shall be no interference with weir sa- 
cred right of doug Republicans out of mem- 
bers of Congress. There is much bombast and 
fustian about “the blow at liberty ”’- struck 
by this bili—tne liberty to disfranchise Re- 
publican voters, to stuff ballot-boxes, and to 
stea. Republican seats in Congress. This is 
one of their State rights” with which they 
propose there shall pe no interference.

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THE GUARDIANS OF LONDON’S PEACE 


THROW DOWN THEIR CLUBS. 


Three Hundred Members of the Night 
Force Out, and the Numbers of the 
Strikers Likely to Receive Large Addi- 


tions from the Day Force—Rioting ia 
the Streets of London — Shopkeepers g 


Badly Frightened—The American Kifle- 

men at Berlin—General Foreign News.

Lox pon, July 7.— Three hundred policemen 
went out on strike tonight in consequence of 
the refusal of the Home Secretary to accede 
to their demands concerning more pay, a re- 
auchon in the term of service, and altera- 
tion in the pension scale. i 

Panic ruled outside of Bow Street Police 
Station tonight. Greut crowds of peoble 
were rioting and endeavoring to prevent 
reinforcements to the police reaching the 
station. Mounted police ,were charging the 
peoble indiscriminately, using their batons 
freely. Many people received severe injuries. 

The police were quite unabie at first to 
cope with the mob and large numbers of 
policemen in plain clothes turned out on 
strike, not joining the rioters, but hooting, 
shouting, and groaning. No doubt London 
is in for a serious time. Now that the night 
men have struck, we may expect that to- 
morrow the day men will follow. The dis- 
affectuon has been spreading ior a long time. 
The agitators have cleverly worked the 
matter to a climax. 

Delegates from every division signed a pe- 
tition to Home-Secretary Matine ws Saturday 
and said that unless he granted their de- 
mand by 9:45 this evening they would go out 
on @ strike. This morning they received 
promises from many provincial brigades that 
they would not come to London to fill the 
vacant places and from the foot regiments of 
the London racks iuat they would not 
take tne places of the strikers if ordered. 
The Grevadier Guards this morning mu- 
tinied against orders for kit inspection drill, 
and so set tae ball well roliing. 

AtQ9o’ciock tonight the tension at Bow 
street Was very great. It was never expect- 
ed that Matthews would hoid out. It was 
thought that be would give in at tne last mo- 
ment. Asa favorabie reply did not come the 
men began gathering their things together 
at tae station and refused to put on 
their uniforms for night-duty. At 
a quarter to 10, when the time for 
duty came, there was stil no answer 
from Matthews. All the night-men filed 
out of the station though the inspectors tried 
to persuade them to stay. A great crowd 
had gathered, loudiy cheeriag the striking 
policemen. Ine inspector on duty instantly 
wired to Scotlaud-Kard where detachments 
of mounted and foot constables were kept in 
readiness. Once dispatched the mounted 
men dashed up the street driving the crowd 
to r gut and left. Stones were thrown and 
efforts were made to unhorse the mounted 
police. A littie later the foot police came 
down the street in an opposite direction. 
The crowd tried to break the compact ranks. 

When the riot was at its beight a detach- 
mentof Royal Horse Guards dasbed down 
Bow street on a gallop, and paraded up and 
down amid hoots, jeers, groans, aod cries of 
“scabs” and * blackiegs.’’ 

The angry mob pulled two constabies from 
their saddies and tore their clothes. 

In Parliameut Secretary Matthews denied 
that the strike was general, and said that 
the Government had determined to maintain 
its present attitude towards the men. The 
sympathy of the pubiic is with the men 
entirely. There is no doubt that the Govern- 
ment wiil suffer severely and may be forced 
into a dissolution. 

The constable attached to the Bow Street 
Stauon, who was transferred to another 
division, attempted to makea farewell ad- 
dress to his comrades in the statior-house to- 
day, but was ordered by the Inspector 


to desist. A disorderly scene followed 


the giving. of the order. The _  as- 
sembled constables ejected the Inspector 
trom the room in which they were gathered. 
He was then seized by some of the men and 
thrown.over a balustrade and narrowly es- 
caped being kilied. Waile Inspector Hanson 
was parading a number of men in the yard a 
heavy spittoon was thrown at him froma 
window. Tbe missile narrowly missed hit- 
ting him ia the head. 

This afternoon Chief of Police Bradford 
had a conterence with the Bow street offi- 
cials. He afterward summoned before him 
singly the men who had refused to do duty 
Saturday and instantly dismissed each of 
them from the force. The men of the Bow 
Street Stauon-House were indignant. They 
alleged that Only a portion of the number of 
men who refused to do dutv were dismissed. 

The constables telegraphed to Home Sec- 
retary Matthews as follows: 

At a meeting on Saturday it was resolved that 
vou be respectfully asked to reply today to the 
moderate demands of our petition. If the an- 
swer isin the affirmative a disastrous strike will 
be avoided. Ali the divisions await your reply 
and trust that all the men who have been sus- 
pended wul be reinstated. 

This dispatch was signed by delegates 
from twénty-one divisions. it is statea that 
Sir Edward Bradford, the new Chief: of 
Police, has adopted an unusual mode of pro- 
cedure. Ordinarily reports of offenses 
agaiust discipline are submitted to the Scot- 
land Yard authorities and the impli- 
cated men appear when their cases 
are to be settied. But now it is alleged such 
cases are handled hastily, and the men are 
not given a fair Opportunity to make explan- 
ations. The Scotiand Yard people are mak- 
ing vigorous efforts to meet the emergency, 
but it looks as if nothing but a favorabie re- 
ply from the Home Secretary can averta 
most serious strike. 

There is much uneasiness among the mer 
chants on the Strand and other est End 
streets. Tradesmen are guarding their shops, 
aud in the Danks the clerks will remain all 
night to protect the property of their em- 
pioyers. 

In anticipation of the strike a riotous mob 
of roughs blocked up Bow street and vicinity 
this evening, preventing the constabies from 
reaching the station. The crowd becoming 
turbulent, mounted officers endeavored to 
clear @ passage and were received with hoots 
and pelted with bdgs of flour, sticks, etc. 

At 9 o’clock the Priace of Wales, escorted 


by the Life Guards, arrived at the opera- 


house. The crowd thickened and the turbu- 


lence continued until a late hour. A 
few persons were slightly injured. 


The majority of the police re- 


turned to duty as usual. The 
Strand and other thoroughfares were better 
policed than usual owing to the drafting of 
men from suburban divisions to meet an 
emergency. The Prince and Princess of 


Wales and their daughters left the theater 


at 11:30 o’clock and were loudly cheered, the 
crowd singing, He's a Jolly Good Feilow.” 
Further drafts of Lite Guards arrived to pre- 
serve order, 


A tavern which was closed in consequence 


of the excitement was wrecked by the mob, 
and the windows of other taverns were bro- 
ken. At midnight the crowd was undimm- 
ished and the hooting was unabated. A 
steady rain was falling. 


The grievances vf the postmen, which are

BECOED FOR A MILE AND THREE 


THE | 


Son of Dudley Pats New Figures on the 
Books—A Capital Day’s Sport Seen by | 
a Large Number of People. 


The crowd at the opening of the third week of 
racing at Washington Park was a gratifying ac- 
knowleagment on the part of the public that the 
sport thus far has been worthy of liberal patron- 
age. There were nearly 1,000 more people pres- 
ent than the same date last year, at least 5,000 
being on the grounds when the bugie called out 
the horses for the first race. There were six 
events on the card and the speculation was 
heavy on each one. Ormie, a horse that has 
been running consistently both at the West Side 
track and Washington Park, furnished the sensa- 
tion of the day by defeating a good field over a 
distance of ground and breaking the record. He 
was a long shot in the books, as much as 8 
to 1 being obtainable saainst bim, but 
he ran a game race and beat Hyp- 
ocrite, the favorite, by a head, The 
race was a handicap sweepstakes at one mile 
and three furlongs, the record for which has 
stood at 2:21% since 1888, when Triboulet and 
Richmond ran it in that time. Ormie reduced 
the time to 2:20%. 

In the last race of the day there was a great 
plunge on Kaloolah of the Hankins Stable, but 
the fluctuations in the books on the mare were 
rather peculiar, ranging from 8 to 5 to 4to 1. 

The first race brought out six 2year-olds of 
average merit, and the talent selected Kingsman | 
to win, backing him down to 1 to 2, The distance 
was three-quarters of a mile, and Chimes proved 
to be a consistent performer. After going a 
quarter he took the lead and was not headed,

New York Pool-Room Men Making Things 
Intéresting in New Jersey. 

New YOrK, July 7.—(Special.}]—The fight be- 
tween the pool-room gamblers of New York ahd 
the Monmouth Park Racing Association is caus- 
ing much discussion in the sporting world. Pious 
Peter De Lacy and Michael Murray, both New 
Vork gamblers, caused the arrest of all the book 
makers doing business at Monmouth Park 
Friday, on the charge of violating 
the New Jersey State law against gambling. 
Mr. D. D. Withers, the President of Monmouth 
Park Association, had a Justice of the Peace in 
the Secretary's office, when the arrests were 
made, and before this official the arrested book- 
makers were brought. They were admitted to 
bail in the sum of $100 each, and Mr. Withers 
furnished the bondsmen. The proceedings be- 
fore the Justice were brief, and the bookmakers 

romptly resumed business after being re- 

eased. 

On Saturday they were rearrested on new 
charges and a Justice was again on hand to re- 
lease the bookmakers on bail. It is said that 
they wiil be arrested tomorrow and in the event 
of their discharge efforts will be made to secure 
the impeachment of the Justice releasing the ac 
cused. The racing public sympathizes deeply 
with Mr. Withers. hen De Lacy was informed 
that a justice would be in attendance at the Mon- 
mouth Park track every aay during the meeting 
for the purpose of admitting arrested _bookmak- 
ers to bail he smiled sarcastically and said: 

„On account of the strictness with which the 
New Jersey law was formerly inforced there used 
to be an old saying to the effect that in Jersey 
they will choke a man fora cherry.’ Times seem 
to have changed wonderfully when a racing asso- 
ciation can afford to keep on hand a Justice of the 
Peace for the sole purpose of granting judicial 
favors to men engaged in violat the law of 
New Jersey against gambling. I know that a 
race-track has many friends, but I also know that 
there are several hundred thousand people in the 
State who will insist on having the laws of New 
Jersey inforced, and if the laws are not inforced 
some one will suffer before this affairis ended.“ 
ear Mr. Withers and the Dwyer Broth- 
ers would not allow employés of the rooms 
to telegraph from the Monmouth Park and Eliz- 
abeth race tracks the odds against horses or the 
details. Henry Clay Ditmas circumvented these 
orders, however, by employing mounted messen- 
gers stationed near the tracks.

EAST-BOUND SHIPMENTS, 


Serious Decrease Daring the Last Week— 
Poor Prospects. 

Although grain and provision rates are five 
cents per 100 pounds lower and dressed-beef 
rates 18 cents lower at present than they 
were at this time last year, east-bound 
freight shipments from Chicago continue to 
fail off. For the firsttime in many months 
tne shioments of all kinds of freight, except 
live stock; from Chicago to through and local 
points in the Hast by the various east-bound 
roads were less last week than they 
were for the same period last year. Ine ship- 
ments amounted to only 28,513 tons, against 

40,808 tons for the week previous, a decrease 
of 17,885 tons, For the corresponding week 
ast year the total shipments by the same 
roads were 39,149 tons, or 10,636 tons more 
than last-week’sshipments.

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EDUCATIONAL COUNCIL. — 
What Prominent Educators Think of 
Physical Exercise for Boys and Girls— 
Pointed Bemarks on the Misuse of 
Words—The City School Systems—What 
Chicago Ought to Do—The Exhibit of 
the Pratt Institute of Brooklyn. 


St. Parz., Minn., July 7.—[Special.]—The 
morning session of the National Educa nonal 
Council was chiefly remarkable for the cy- 
clonic force on tap. The meeting was held 
in the Capitol Building and the mentul wiod 
from all points of the compass careened in 
the narrow space of the Haliof Representa- 
tives and sent several defuntc remains flying 
in sections, The reporters were placed where 
they were out of danger, but couid catch all 
the missiles of thought that were flying about.

Says a “Wanutfacturer—Wrappers Are 
Made of Sumatra Tobaceco—Bigh Daty 
Would Be Vetrimental—The Japanese 
Would Be Hard to Subdue—Matinies in 
Their Squadrons Are Not Uncommon—A 
New-Yorker’s Misapprebension as to 
the Importance of His Village. 

H. B. Hubbard, a cigar manufacturer from 
Florida, who registered at tbe Leland yes- 
terday, says that the. cigar iadustry is in 
danger and that the business will de de- 
stroyed if the Tariff bill is passed. 

“The proposed increase 10 duty on Ha- 
vans tobacco,” he explained, “is the worst 
Blow that could be given the tobacco indus- 
try. The consequence of the duty would 
be to close up every small manufacturer and 
place the business into the hands of a few. 
Ali the manufacturers of Florida are dili- 
gently working against this unfair meas- 
ure, and a delegation has gone to Washing- 
ton to confer with Senator Call. The plea 
that the increase is for the protection of the 
farmers is absurd and is but bait to catch 
the votes of iocal tobacco-growers. ‘The bill 
would prevent 22,000 cigar manufacturers 
from making profits which rightly belong to 
them. It would also pronibit millions of 
smokers from selecting their choice of ci- 

77 . 
“You could not make smokers of Havana 


filled and wrapped cigars use the Pennsyl- 
vania goods. They would use the imported 
cigar, for it could be bought for less money 
than we could place the Havana cigars on 
the market. Instead of increasing, the to- 
bacco of Pennsylvania, Connecticut, and 
New York would go down in price, for the 
outrageous rate of $2 a pound duty on Suma- 
tra would put the cigars at too high a price 
in proportion to the quality of the filler.” 
“The imported tobacco must be used as a 
wrapper. Tired of trying te use the domestic 
tobacco as a wrapper, the manufacturers 
have come to the conclusion that all our to- 
bacco can be used only when wrapped with 
Sumatra. It is but a small section of this 
big country that is in favor of this high duty 
on tobacco, and it is too small, in fact, to dic- 
tate to the entire country. A manu- 
facturer of a medium scale cannot 
advance $340 on a bale of Sumatra for duty, 
and as that is selected in colors three bales 
are needed. The supporters of this buli claim 
that the few tobacco farms in this country 
ure mortgaged. That is so, but what kind of 
afarmis not mortgaged now! The cigar 
manufacturers have their financial ourdens 
to carry as well as tne farmers. 
It this nonsensical, unjust measure is 
ssed manutactories will be closed and deso- 
fate homes will teil de story. We don’t be- 
lieve in protection where it injures industries 
of this country and we will make an active 


fight against it.“ 


Francis Chamberlin, an English traveler 
and writer of some prominence, dined at the 
Richelieu last evening. He is journeying to 
England from the Orient, where he has been 
for over a year.

They are so strong numerically and are such 
fighters that they would make a most for- 
midable foe, but they lose their head and can- 
not manage a campaign. You know that 
their efficient navy is due to the Englishmen. 
My countrymen officered the Chinese navy 
for years and put it on a strong basis. Now 
wey ure beginning to get rid of the English 
officers, and in trying to paddle their own 
canoes they are unsuccessful. A recent in- 
cident demonstrates that tne Chinese would 
have no success whatever under Chinese 
leadership. 

“ Tnere was a serious mutiny in May on 
one of the boats of the Nanyang squadron. 
The ship was lying at anchor undergoing re- 
pairs, and the Captain thought the sailors 
were entitled to only half pay, as 
they were only doing haif work.

A YOUNG HERO OF THE GUTTER. 


How a Yeung Bootbiack Stopped a Dan- 
gerous KReaneweay on the Bridge. 

New York Tribune? “Ding, ding, ding” 
rang the electric gong at the New York 
terminus of the Brooklyn Bridge just at the 
busiest hour of an afternoon last week. 
Nearly all in the great throng that was pour- 
ing into the entrance turned their heads as 
they heard the impetuous note of warning. 
What was this gong? Why was it sounded! 
Few in the crowd knew; but instinctively 
they seemed to feel that something serious 
had occurred. Instantly the policeman whose 
duty itis to watch the carriage exit at the 
northern side of the terminus had run to the 
strongly-constructed gate thrown back 
against the building, and had unfastened it 
ready for closing. 

Then whe word was passed, “It’s a run- 
away on the bridge and it’s coming this 
way.“ 

In another minute the crowd, springing u 
as itt were from the ground, blocked Par 
row. Several policemen strove vainly to 
keep the people back from the end of the 
driveway. Necks were craned and eyes were 
strained to catch a giimpse of the horse and 
wagon which was coming into view just at 
the top of the long stretch of paved approach 
to the oridge. 

“Here he comes!“ was the cry from a 
thousand throats, and people involuntaril 
dréw back. as if to avoid the crash whic 
might come later on. The horse, it coula be 
seen, Was on a dead run, but so far away 
—— ag that he only seemed to be moving 

owly. 

Then it coula be seen that a young man sat 
in the driver’s seat and held the reins. His 
feet were firmly braced against the footboard, 
his lips were set, and he was exerting all his 
strength to stop the mad on-rush of the 
horse. But the inclineis steep, tke animal 
had evidently lost his head, and was now 
dashing toehis certain destruction/in an ex- 
cess of mad terror. The policeman, with his 
hand on the gate, began slowly to close it. 
lt was his intention, should the animal not 
be stopped, to shut it in his face. 

People began to picture to themselves the 
crash, and turned away their heads in horror. 
There was profound silence in the awe-struck 
crowd, broken oniy by disconnected exclama- 
tions, and above all the importunate ding, 
ding. dme of the gong. 

Down the long incline came the frightened 
steed, his black coat bespattered with foam, 
and swayed from side to side by the frantic 
efforts of the young driver to slacken his 
gait. In some of these lurches the horse and 
wagon narrowly missed striking the teams 
drawn up at the sides of the driveway. 
From a cab standing a few hundred feet up

“I¢ Bas No Power to Fix the Elevater - 
Charges,” Says the One Party—“it Is 
Oaly Trying te Maintain the Bates 
Fixed by the Warehousemen Them- 

g elvee, Says the Other—No Settlement 
in Sight—Arguments Pro and Con.

The 
controversy is still on, one side claiming that 
the Board of Directors has no power to fix 
rates of storage, and the other that it isn’t

“IT see the elevator-men have published a 
sort of pronunciamento,“ said an adherent 
of the directors yesterday, in which they 
say that after it became apparent that wheat, 
for some reason or other, was not coming to 
Chicago in its old-time volume, the elevator- 
men decided to turn merchants them- 
selves and go out and buy in the wheat. 
According to their story the .commis- 
sion-men raised a howl of opposition 


let's stop this domg business without re- 
muneration and put up the rates toa paying 
basis.” That’s their story, and a pretty fairy 
story it 186, too. Not a word of truth in it. 
There never was any objection to the ele- 
vator-men buying in grain, but they haven’t 
done it, If they’re go anxious todoax trade 
this way, why do they want to put up the 
rates? Is that the way to induce it to come 
to Chicago? No; it’s nothing but pure greed 
on the part of the warehousemen. Year by

But who 
ever heard of an elevator-man being torced 
to quit because he couldn’t make a living out 
of his house They ali get fat at iti. Yet, to 
hear them talk, vou'd think they were losing 
money hand over fist. 
They Were Not Deceived. 


„% Now, here’s a point that basn’t been 
brought out. These warehousemen all give 
the impression that they are now doing busi- 
ness at a less rate than ever they did it be- 
fore. Well, it’s a cold fact that every one of 
them has bought or leased his elevator since 
the three-quarter and one-quarter rates were 
voluntarily adopted by them. It's simple 
greed, They want to hog everything ia 
sight. They bought or leased their eleva- 
tors knowing that the three-quarter rate was 
in vogue, and if it had been a losing business 
they wouldn’t have all gone into it. 

“ Why, look here. Oounselman, Harper 
and Smith ali said right out that they dian’t 
think the business warranted the raise. 
They were satisfied with the old prices. [ 
understand they have been whi into line 
since then, but 1 venture to say that they 
hold the same opinion still. 

“The fuss was started, I think, by the cir- 
culation of a petition to che effect that the 
warehousemen be not allowed to buy or sell 
grain. I considered it ili-advisea and didn’t 
sign ij The directors took no action on it 
and so itis really not in the case at all. 
Nevertheless, this is what makes the elevator- 
men angry, and is what their committee re- 
fers to when itsays: ‘Back of this agita- 
tion is an effort to protect the middlemen and 
to compel all grain coming to this market to 
contribute commissions going and coming.“ 
Tbat’s all bosh. Ihe Board of Trade is only 
striving to protect its members from extor- 
tion. 

„For example, there was the Danville ele- 
In some way or 
other the grain in there got weevily. ou 
know what the weevil is. It exts out the 
heart of the grain and leaves a dust that 
heats up like sixty. Well, dealers found that 
out and the upshot of it was that the Danville 
house was declared irregular. Mr. Armour 
did not complain at that. Now, I maintain 
that it’s all one whether thé weevil eats it up 
or storage charges. The storage charges for 
a year on a bushel of corn would be 13 
cents, and that’s more than the man got who 
raised it. The weevil would leave the shell 
of the corn, but the elevator would eat it up, 
shell and and more, too, in a year’s time. 

Mixing Establishments Unpopular. 

“ The ruling against warebouses connected 
with cleaning and mixing establishments is 
what angers some of our friends, the enemy. 
There can be no harm in blowing out dust 
and dirt and foreign grains, only it should 
be done in connection with an elevator, as 
does one — who made such a passion- 
ate speech at the general meeting the other 
day. He said nobody had ever lost a cent on 
account of his warehouse receipts, when I 
know Of several cases where there has been 
trouble. It is a fact that there is a discount 
on his warehouse receipts. Some of these 
mixing establishments will use 50,000 bushels 
of sound grain to cover up 2,000 bushels of 
musty stuff that has been fixed up to look 
good, but when it gets warm the Old Nick’ 
in itshows itself and spoils it all. That’s 
what's the trouble with some of these gen- 
wiemen’s warehouse receipts, and the Board 
of Trade in ruling them out is simply endeav- 
oring to protect the high standard of grain 
which Chicago so happily has. 

“The warehousemen sull claim that these 
new rules were sprung on them unexpected- 
ly. What nonsense! Why, the very men 
loudest in this. glaun filed, their bonds after 
the new rules had not only been posted on 
the bulietin-board, but also published in the 
newspapers. Yes; and after the committees 
had been appointed bonds were filed. And 
still they want their bonas back again, and 
seek to be declared irregular. It was funny 
to see a Certain Warehouseman piteously de- 
claring that if his warehouse were made ir- 
regular it would mean aioss to him of $100,- 

, and yet at the same time he was virtual- 
ly .petitiouinmg that it micht be made 
ifreguiar. The of Trade has 
u right to protect ite members. The ware ; 
housemen say that it hasn't the right to reg- 
ulate char The statute does that. But 
the board is not seeking to depress rates, but 
to keep them at the elevator men’s own fig- 
ures. It does that by just the same right as 
it refuses to 65 ular a warehouse 
where there isn’t a sufficient depth of water 
for vessels to load satisfactorily. It has the 
right to demand, if it chooses, that the ware- 
house receipts be printed on parchment paper 
and the engraving on them be of a certain 
specific standard, just as the New York Stock“ 

xchange for a long time would not deal in 
bonds which were not engraved by a certain 
company.”’ 

But the elevator men say that the board 
agreed last January to accept the increased 
rates this July.” 

It it bhad—now mind you Pm not admit- 
ting that t did—it wouldn't be binding on 
the present administrauon.

LABORERS IN SECRET SESSION, 


What Minnesota Urganizations Propose to 
Doin Polities. 

Sr. Par, Minn., July 7.—[Special. |—Rep- 
resentatives from the labor organizations of 
Minnesota and the Farmers’ Alliance went 
into secrét session at 2 o’clock this afternoon 
at Labor Hall. There were ten delegates 
each from me State Eight-Hour League, the 
District Knights of Labor, the Rallroad Em- 
ployés’ Association, and the Executive Com- 
mittee ot the Farmers’ Alliance, tive dele- 
gates from each of the trade and labor asso- 
ciatiops in St. Paul. Minneapolis, Duluth, 
Winona, and St. Cloud, making sixty-five 
delegates in all, The preliminary work of 
organizing a State Federation of Labor was 
done. Politics was only brougut up in a gen- 
eral way, but this will come up at the meet- 
ing tomorrow. As one of the Knights of 
Labor said, every effort will be made to 
show both the farmers and the iaboring 
men that their affairs can only be bettered 
through legislation, and, therefore, it be- 
hooves them to try to capture the State Leg- 
islature at the next election. 

The meeting is held early enough to give 
them a chance to get in some good work. 
Some have said. that not a few have lately 
joined the knights for the purpose of pick- 
ing up a few crumbs that may be caught if a 
combination succeeds. Another thing that 
is likely te cause a flow of red-hot oratory is 
the question whether the State Federation 
shall join the American Federawon of Labor. 
Some who are interested in tne latter body 
insist that this will be the outcome of tne 
convention, and they claim, moreover, that 
the controversy that has been going on in 
the East between the Knights of Labor and 
the American Federation, represented by 
Powderly and gay “ae has no effect or 
place in Minnesota. re, they, say there is 
room enough for both.

The petitioners say they are informed that 
it is Appleton’s intention to operate his place 
as a road-hoyse—a house for the purpose of 
carrying on an illegal and immorai business, 
On learning of Appleton's ir tentions these

said to be so situated and the entrance on 
Thirty-fifth street so constrrcted that tne 
main entrance is more on Vernon avenue 
than on Thirty-fifth street.

Appleton’s Argument.
